DNR to 
replace 
Smith 
Bridge 


Completion date 
Set at May 15

Aplan by the Michigan Deparunent 
of Natural Resources (DNR) to builda 
bridge at the former Smith Bridge site 
on the South Branch of the AuSable 
River is in place and construction is 
slated to begin as soon as weather 
permits. 

Speaking to the Crawford County 
Road Commission, Dick Nylitz of the 
DNR said the new structure is 
scheduled to be compicted by May 15, 
in ume for the busy summer canocing 
scason. 

Replacement of the old Smith 
Bridge had been a major concern of 
Roscommon and South Branch canoe 
liveries aftcr tt was determined to be 
unsafe for vehicle traffic. Those 
businesses used the bridge as the only 
means of access to the canoc landing 
and public fishing site at that point in 
Uhe river, 

In 1994, units of the Michigan 
Nauonal Guard erected a temporary 
“Bailey Bridge” over the river, 
allowing use of the site, but had 
indicated they would not be able to 
erect the temporary bridge again this 
year, 

Nyhtz said, under an agreement 
with the Crawford County Road 
Commission, the new bridge would 
mect county specifications so, upon 
compleuon, the county could accept 
ownership, which would ensure its 
future maintenance. 

Phere were conditions the road 
commussion had asked for on Smith 
Bndge,” Nylitz said. ‘We have met 
those condiuons and the bids have 
come in where they had to come in. 
The construcuon company 1s anxious 
lo get started.” 

James Briney, managing director 
of the county road commission said, 
“We are committed to taking 
ownership of the new bridge once it is 
built and certified, but there are no 
decisions that will be made conceming 
ownership until the bridge is built and 
inspected.” 

Brincy said a letter has been sent to 
the DNR explaining that once the 
bridge is built and once it has been 
determined to meet road commission 
criteria, ownership would be accepted. 

Nylitz said the construction 
contract would be awarded to 
McDowell Construction, who had 
previously built many bridges for the 
Michigan Department of 
Transportation. 

“They want to begin ordering 
material even before the formal 
contract is awarded,” Nylitz said. 

He said although he didn’t expect 
delays in construction, the contract 
contains a penalty clause forextending 
beyond the May 15 completion date. 

Inother road commission business, 
Briney cxplained that in order for 
residents to have new road signs 
erected on their roads, requests for 
those signs must go through the 
township office. 

“Once we reccive a township 
request for a road sign,” Briney said, 
“wwe fabricate and install them as soon 
as possible. Right now it’s very 
difficult to drive a post into frozen 
ground and our fabrication people have 
been out plowing the roads, but we 
will honor those requests, Partis timing 
duc to weather and part is timing due 
to staff limitations.”

The final decision to approve or 
disapprove a proposed amendment to 
the Crawford County Solid Waste 
Management Plan that would increase 
the number of counties that could dump 
their trash at the City Environmental 
Services Inc. of Waters (CESW) 
landfill in Maple Forest Township, 
lies direcuy with local government, 
according to Michael Nelson, an 
attorney representing CESW. 

The question was raised after a 
Wayne County landfill received 
permission for a capacity and height 
expansion, against the apparant wishes 
of the county director. 

According to sources, owners of 


the Sumpter Township landfill had | 


been granted a permit by the DNR 


without first receiving the approval of: 
Waync County. Eventhough Sumpter 


Township officials favored it, Wayne 
County withheld its approval for two 
ycars claiming the landfill owner, City 
Management Inc., was limited by 
contractual agreement in how it could 
expand its landfill. 

Sumpter Township Administrator 
Glen Bowles said, “It boils down to 
Wayne County politics.” He said 
Sumpter Township officials have 
wondered how the project could be 
stopped by one man with a few 
supporters, without coming to an 
official county vote. 

City Management said a 1990 
contract with Wayne County that set 
no limit on the landfill’s capacity was 
all the approval it needed to accept 
more trash. 

Within weeks of an April 1994 
mecting called by Gov. John Engler, 
between DNR Director, Roland 
Hammes, City Management officials 
and Engler’s aides, City Management 
was told the approval to expand the 
Sumpter Township landfill would be 
forthcoming, 

According to Bowles, that approval 
came during the weck of Jan. 20 of this

Mertes is District #3 
county commissioner

Harold Mertes, long-time Frederic 
Township resident, was appointed at 
the Feb. 7, county board of 
commissioner’s mecting to fill the 
board’s vacant District #3 seat. 

The seat was ieft vacant earlier this 
year when its former occupant, 
William Coy, resigned duc to an 
incompatibility in holding the office. 


Mentes brings many years of public 
service to the board, having served as 
the Frederic Township supervisor for 
more than 20 years. As a 
commissioner, he will serve 


constituents in Frederic, Maple Forest 
and Lovells townships. 

Mertes was chosen for the position 
from three applicants for the seat. Also 


applying were Dean Welch and Carl 
Paricllo, but Mertes’ nomination was 
the only one to receive support.

Defense attorney 
in murder trial 
spends more 
time questioning 
prosecution's 
witnesses

The prosecution in the murder trial 
of Richard Peter Marsack hasn’t 
finished presenting its case, but defense 
lawyer Richard Zipser has already 
Started building his own. 

Zipser cross examines cach 
prosecution witness at length, often 
keeping them on the stand longer than 
Prosecutor John Huss. Zipser has 
indicated he will call prosecution 
witnesses back for more questioning. 

Over the course of the trial, now in 
its second month, he has been clearly 
building up to an argument that the 
police jumped to the conclusion that 
Marsack murdered Terrence Barr and 
did not adequately investigate other 
possible suspects. 

“Isn't it true...you rushed to 
judgement and focused on Mr. 
Marsack’?” he asked Crawford County 
Undersheriff Richard Meyer. 

“No, that’s not a fair statement,” 
Meyer replied. 

Barr, a DNR supervisor, was shot 
to death in a wooded area near Grayling 
on July 13, 1993. Marsack, 44, of 
Gaylord worked for Barr. He was 
questioned by investigators the same 
day and was jailed on a murder charge 
three days later. 

The trial was moved from Crawford 
County to Kalkaska because of pre- 
trial publicity. 

On Friday, Zipser suggested 
prosecution witness Tom Killoran 
should have been a suspect because he 
was at the murder scene and, like 
Marsack, drove a Department of 
Natural Resources vehicle and had 
argued with Barr, 

“I’m not just picking on Mr. 
Killoran,” Zipser said. “could do the 
same with a number of people, and | 
intend to.” 

Barr was killed by a blast from a 
.12 gauge shotgun. When Marsack 
was first questioned by police, he 
denied owning a .12 gauge. But Huss 
has put a witness on the stand who said 
he sold a .12 gauge to Marsack. 

Months after the shooting, a 
neighbor to Marsack founda .12 gauge 
shotgun on her property and notified 


police. Police experts have testified 
that the shotgun fired a shell found at 
the murder scene. 


On Friday, Zipser tried to head off 
testimony about the murder weapon 
by stipulating —~ that is, agreeing 
before the jury — that the prosecution 
had the right weapon. 

Rather than agreeing to the 
stipulation, Huss continued presenting 
the detailed testimony to the jury. 

Also this week, Zipser lost a bid to 
suppress evidence police obtained after 
Marsack signed consent forms 
allowing his clothes and home to be 
searched. Zipser had argucd that police 
pressured Marsack into signing the 
forms, but Judge William Porter ruled 
against him. 

Marsack had also agreed toa test to 
determine if he had fired a weapon 
recently, but the FBI refused to process 
the test after Icaming Marsack had 
washed his hands before the test was 
performed, 

Huss expects to finish calling 
witnesscs when the trial resumes 
Tuesday. Zipser is expected to begin 

calling back witnesses for cross 
examination before giving his own 
Opening statement.

The actions of the members of the 
community reflect the different 
attributes of character.

As a result of many recent events, I 
have become uneasy about the 
character of Grayling, andI am worried 
about Grayling’s future, her destiny. 
Continued, on-going animosity shown 
toward the National Guard, dissension 
among the county board of 
commissioners, distrust of the school 
board, and the failure of the community 
to support the most recent bond issue.... 
these and other like events together 
reflect a negative character in the 
Grayling community. There is a 
divisive atmosphere which must be 
overcome. 

As a parent with two children 
currently enrolled in the Crawford 
AuSable schools, I have heard many 
criticisms levelled at the school board 


amd the school administration. Some 
of the criticisms are warranted, some 
not. What I object to is the whining, 
negative criticism which only find 
“fault” and make no attempt to work 
out a solution to the problems. I was 
always taught that if you don’thavea 
positive criticism tomake, a suggestion 
as to how things can be made better, 
don’ tcriticize atall!

Most people think of Benedict 
Amold as a traitor, but carly in the war 
he was one of our most heroic soldiers. 
Amok convinced Washington that if 
the rebels could capture Quebec City, 
the key to British Canada, the war 
would be shortened. So, in late 1775, 
Col. Amold and 1,000 brave souls 
loaded up their gear in clumsy boats 
called “batteaux” and headed up the 
Kennebec River towards Quebec. 

The trip was all up river and 
exceedingly dangerous. The men 
baitled rapids, freezing cold, portages,

unforgettable portages, but Carrying 
Place was one of the most wicked. 
Carrying Place is a series of ponds 
which connects the Kennebec and the 
Dead rivers. The batteaux had to be 
portaged great distances, and the men 
had a bloody miserable go of it. In the 
end, they finally made it to Quebec, 
but Amold and his remaining 600 men 
were defeated. Later, in 1776, Amold 
held the British at bay on Lake 
Champlain, thus prolonging the attack 
on New York. Later in the war, Arnold 
fell into rough times, and the rest is 
history. But, his trip up the Kennebec 
and Dead rivers was one of the greatest 
— and least known — adventures in 
American history. 

Over 200 years later, I had the 
Opportunity to share in some of 
Amold's misery. One cold December 
day, I was doing some timber-type 
mapping around first Carrying Pond. 
IT had been following the edge of a 
strearn for about two miles through a 
small valley. The snow was only 
about a foot deep so there was no need 
for snowshoes. Time came for me to 
cross the sircam and head up the ridge 
to the north. I looked closely at the 
bank on cither side and was determined 
I could make the jump. Planting my 
foot, I sprang for the opposite bank 
hoping fora solid landing. But, just as 
I leaped, my right foot slipped and I 


: tumed my body horizontally. | landed 


in the stream and completely 
submerged. As soon as I hit the water,

Hypothermia was a real threat. 

I did not hesitate a moment. As 
soon as my feet hit the shore, I was 
trotting the two miles back tomy truck. 
The weight of my wet wool coat and 
pants was tremendous and you might 
think that by trotting with the extra 
weight that I would stay warm. This 
was not to be the case, however. I 
started shaking almost immediately. 
Because of the underbrush, the trip 
back to my truck took close to an hour. 
My hands were shaking so hard that it 
was a real struggle just getting my 
keys into the ignition. After starting 
the truck, I stripped down to the bare 
shaking bones. The heater was going 
full blast, but I was so cold the heat did 
almost nothing. I decided the only 
way to get warm was to drive home 
which was about an hour away. So, 
without a stitch on — not even my 
boots! — I headed down the road 
towards some heat. 

The trip to our house consisted of 45 
minutes of logging road and 15 minutes 
of county road. The majority of 
travelers on logging roads were 
loggers, log tricks, an occasional 
hunter, or some travelers who were 
miserably lost. I knew most of the 
people in the vehicles I was about to 
pass. Now, I had somewhat of a 
different reputation amongst the 
loggers.

Later that afternoon, sitting by the 
woodstove with my son on my lap, I 
finally felt warm. It had taken a very 
long, hot shower and lots of tea to feel 
that way, though. Sitting there with 
the glow of the stove and the warmth 
asleeping baby alwaysradiates, Icould 
not help thinking of Arnold and his 
men. For over 40 days they battled the 
elements; and in the end, they had to 
face the British “‘to boot.” It had to 
have taken an almost super-human 
effort toaccomplish that feat, Benedict 
Arnold must have been an 
extraordinary leader — and salesman. 

During the next year, I spent a lot of 
time in the township of Carrying Place. 
Ialways looked at it withtwo thoughts puss 
inmind.

{ Operations (MCTO): Preparation” will 


be offered to fire officers in the area at 
KCC on Saturday and Sunday, March 
4 and 5, from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
“Preparation” is the first of the 
MCTO series designed to develop the 
company commander's supervisory 
and management capabilities in 
structural fir- fighting operations. This 
course examines the critical elements 
of pre-incident preparation for 
structural fire-fighting operations. Key 
content includes the company 
commander’s role in fire-grounds 
operations, company readiness, 


communications process, building 
construction and fire behavior, and 
the process of pre-incident planning. 
Subsequent courses address command 
decision making, structural fire- 
fighting tactics, and structural fire- 
fighting simulations. Cost is $55 per 
person. 

Two professional development 
workshops for library personnel will 
be offered at Kirtland in March. 

Technology and the Library (staff) 
will be held on Tuesday, March 7, 
from 11 am. to 12:15 p.m. This 
workshop will examine how 
technology affects the inside operation 
of the library. Exploring the Internet 
and other automation trends will also 
be discussed. Cost is $10 per person. 

Part two--Technology and the 
Library (user) will be held from 12:45 
to 2 p.m, on March 7. This workshop 
will examine issues that affect the 
library; expectations and fears. 
Exploring CD-ROM, self check out, 
Internet, and looking toward the future 
will also be covered, along with how 
to help patrons accept and use new 
technologies. 

Cost is $10 per person. Anyone 


attending both part one and part two 
on the same day will only be charged 
$16 (instead of $20). 

Introduction to Lotus (DOS Version 
2.3), the popular spreadsheet package, 
will be offered at KCC on Friday, 
March 10, from 10 a.m. until 4 p.m. 

This course covers how to build, 
save, modify, and print a spreadsheet. 
Topics will include: How to format 
numbers and letters; entering built-in 
functions; modifying column widths; 
inserting and deleting rows and 
columns; and moving and copying ali 
contents, 

Cost for this non-credit seminar 1s 
$39 per person. 

Kirtland will be the site of two fire 
officer training seminars in Marchand 
April. 

Fire Arson Detection - Fire Officer 
H, will provide an overview of the fire 
officer's and fire fighters’ 
responsibilitics for determining causes 
of fire and fire scene procedures. The 
course will cover the various types of 
motivation of the firesetter, 
determination of the point of ongin(s) 
ofa fire, the cause of fires from various 
types of evidence, and precautions to 


take when dealing with a fatal fire. 

The course will meet Saturday and 
Sunday, March 25 and 26, from 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. The cost is $55 per person. 

Records and Reports - Company 
Officer Responsibilitics, Fire Officer 
I, will be held Saturday, April 8, from 
9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

Thiscourse will introduce the many 
reports utilized by company officers 
in fire departments (personnel, 
equipment, training, etc.). Emphasis 
is placed on the Michigan Fire Incident 
Reporting System and the proper 
gencration of these reports, The cost 
is $35 per person.

TALL TIMBER

Way back, once upon a time, the 
detection of forest fires was done by 
fire wardens who patrolled on foot, 
horseback, by horse and buggy, train 
or railroad speeder, The roads were so 
bad it often took as long as 10 hours to 
reach a fire after it was reported. 
Needless to say finding a fire was like 
finding a needle in the proverbial 
haystack. Even as late as 1923, fires 
still averaged well over 100 acres in 
size, mainly duc to crude equipment 
and primitive methods of contro}. 

The first lookouts were trees or some 


j high point where a patrolman could 


obtain a wider view of the countryside. 
A tall tree near Raco was fitted with 
spikes to make Climbing easier and it 


1 was a landmark until it fell victim to 


highway improvements, The use of 
such vantage points led to the erection 
of short windmill towers with open

was obvious thal a man stationed in 
such a tower could see and keep under 
observation more country than a 


j patrolmancould cover inaday’stravel. 


The first lookout tower in Michigan 
was alow wooden affair on a hill near 
Lewiston, about 1912. The first steel 
tower was in the Houghton Lake State 
Forest in 1913, and the second steel 
tower waserected on the Hanson Game 


Refuge in 1915. Three towers were 
erected in the Upper Peninsula in 1916,

and each year thereafter more were 
added until there were a total of 106 in 
1924. 

Along about this time, towers with 
enclosed cabins began to replace the 
old open platform type and stairways 
began to replace ladders. By 1928, the 
tower system was considered nearly 
complete and by 1949, there were 145 
lookout towers in place on the hills of 
Michigan. The standard tower was 
100 to 150 feet tall with a glass enclosed 
8-foot square platform (we called it a 
cab) reached by a ladder straight up 
the side or by a stairway. Each tower 
cab was equipped with a detailed map 
of the area covered, an alidade for 
accurately determining the direction 
from the tower of any fires discovered 
and a radio, or telephone, or both, by 
which fires were reported to the nearest 
fire headquarters. 

Next time a bit more forest fire 
history. Stay tuned.

Red Cross 
implements 
‘ear stick’ 
method 


The American Red Cross, 
Wolverine Blood Region, is 
implementing a new service 
designed to provide great donor 
comfort. Unul recently, the “finger- 
stick” method has been used in 
obtaining blood for checking 
donor’s iron levels. The American 
Association of Blood Banks has 
endorsed the car suck as an accurate 
way of determining individual iron 
levels. Donors agree that pain and 
anxiety are less with ue ear-suck 
method. 

The car-stick procedure will 
allow the Wolverine Region to 
continue moving toward more 
standardized methods of 
distributing blood and blood 
products.

A lesson in ‘real life’ economics, 
kids learn value of an education

Preparing for your future is what 
school is all about, but sometimes it’s 
hard to connect class work to the real 
world. 

“The Economics of Staying in 
School” tries to help students make the 
connection between school and the 
future. The future depends on the 
education students reccive today. 

“Fhe Economics of Staying in 
School” is a program developed by 
Junior Achievement and implemented 
by the Grayling Regional Chamber of 
Commerce Business/Education Part- 
nership Committce. The committee 
was formed in 1992 inorder to develop 
ways that business and industry can 
become more active in the education 
process. 


“The business people are not just 
concemed about the all mighty dol- 
lar,” said Don Schanz, chairman of the 
Business/Education Partnership Com- 
mittec. ‘We arc also interested in the 
education of our kids,” 


Concemed about the rising number 
of dropouts and the smaller number of 
college graduates returning to Gray- 
ling to work, the committee felt they 
needed to get more involved in the 
education process, said Schanz. 


Lessons by business people translate education 
Into earning power and success in the future 


For 75 years Junior Achievement 
has been working to do just what the 
commitice wanted to accomplish. The 
materials and curriculum for the pro- 
gram are available for $500 per class. 
All the committee necded was some 
financial and personnel support from 
the business community. 


Junior Achievement, in Grayling, is 
in its second year, The first “tial” 
class was an in-school economics 
course for students called Project 
Business, 


“It helps students understand how 
businesses operate in the United 
States,” said Schanz, “Sort of an intro- 
duction to Economics !01.” Rather 
than listen to a lecture, the students did 
a lot of small group projects, The 
feedback from the students was over- 
whelmingly positive, said Schanz, 

This year, the cighth grade students 
are learning how choosing to stay in 
school or not can drastically effect 
their future. “The Economics of Stay- 
ing in School” program is designed to 
show students, through practical dem- 
onstrations and classroom exercises, 


why it is important to their future to 
stay in school. Many of the exercises 
focus on the cost of living as an adult 
and how individual skills and educa- 
tion impact a person’s caming power. 

Bill Thams, Taco Bell manager, and 
his partner Tracy Neilson, Chemical 
Bank marketing representative, are cur- 
rently teaching a class of cighth grad- 
ers.

“One of the most important things I 
would stress,” said Tnams, “is filling 
out a complete application, It drives 


me nuts when something is incom- 
plete.” 

After looking over applications, 
appointments for interviews are made, 
Tt is important that the applicant is 
prepared for the interview, 


“One of the things that we will be 
teaching is what to say at an inter- 
view,” said Thams. How to present 
yourself at the interview is also cxam- 
ined, including what to wear, when to 
arrive and how to act during the intcr- 
view,

Deer baiting does not have a negative 
impact on deer herds, and in fact may 
benefit the health of a herd, claims a 
new state study. 

The results of the study were 
presented at a recent meeting of the 
Natural Resources Commission. 

“Certainly baiting will change the 
probabilitics of survival for an

individual animal,” said George 
Burgoyne, chief of the wildlife division 
of the Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR). “But in terms of 
the herd itself, the availability of a 
high caloric diet in the fall will put 
them into the winter with more fat on 
their bodies.” 

He said a burst of food in the fall 
increases the likelihood ofa doe giving 
birth to more than one fawn in the 
spring. 

The study, conducted by the wildlife 
division, included data collected by 
the DNR and wildlife divisions of 
other states and studies done by wildlife 
researchers at universities. The study’s 
results were part of a larger report 
presented to the 


commission. 


DNR Director Roland Harmes will 
announce in March a decision on the 
proposal to eliminate baiting. 
Biological factors and public comment 
will be considered before the decision 
is made. 

Burgoyne said the wildlife division 
has received 1,351 letiers on the issue 
since the ban was proposed in 
December. 

“‘A survey based on the letters shows 
people are fairly divided on the issue,” 
Burgoyne said. He reported that 50 
percent of the writers support the 
continuation of baiting, 38 percent 
want the practice banned, and 12 
percent suggest quantity limits on the 
bait. 

Burgoyne said the submitted 
opinions haven't been sorted out by 


region, but he suspects the Upper 
Peninsula will show more support for 
continuing baiting than for banning it. 
He said the tradition of baiting is older 
in the Upper Peninsula. 

The commission asked Burgoyne to 
“clear the air” on several other aspects 
of the deer-baiting issue. 

He reported the ratio of deer killed 
per 100 hours hunting as 3.8 deer with 
bait and 3.1 deer without bait. 

He said hunters purchased about 13 
million bushels of bait last hunting 
season, at a cost of more than $50 
million. Each baiting hunter used about 
40 bushels of bait. 

He said baiting has been legal since 
the Game Act of 1929. He said many 
hunters probably thought the practice 
was illegal because it was not practiced

This is attributable to the relatively 
higher cost of produce and the inability 
to transport it into the woods when 
deer hunting was evolving as a sport, 
he said. 

Voices on both sides of the deer- 
baiting issue wish to be heard. The 
DNR has scheduled six public 
meetings: Feb. 15, Marquette; Feb. 
16, Saginaw; Feb. 21, Grand Rapids; 
Feb. 23, Pontiac; Feb. 28, Cheboygan; 
and March 1, Traverse City. No 
decision will be made until all of these 
public meetings have been concluded. 


“Both the commission and the 
director will be discussing the baiting 
issue for a long while,” DNR Public 
Relations Director Guy Gordon said. 


$1.5 billion 
in tax cuts 
passes 


house 


A $1.5 billion measure providing 
permanent tax relief for Michigan's 
residents and businesses was approved 
by the House of Representatives on 
Thursday, announced _ state 
Representative Allen Lowe, who 
supported the package. 

The Grayling Republican said these 
cuts represent sound policy which will 
help boost the state's economy by 
casing or climinating burdensome tax 
barriers to growth. 

"The Legislature has taken several 
steps to ensure that the hard-working 
men and women of the state receive a 
much-deserved tax break,” Lowe said. 
"For the first ime in decades, we are in 
position to return dollars. Consumers 
will have more to invest or spend as 
they see fit.” 

Three house bills reduce the singk 
business tax (SBT) by eliminating the 
levy on workers’ compensation, 
unemployment insurance and Social 
Secunty. 

"We need to encourage those 
businesses already located in Michigan 
to expand and altract new industries,” 
Lowe said. “Our consumer-based 
economy depends on a stable and 
strong jobmarket Easing or abolishing 
restrictive business taxcs will make 
Michigan competitive with other 
states. We have much to offer 
employers and it's ime they hear it.” 
Lowe noted that the SBT expense has 
long had a detrimental effect on an 
employer's decision to hire additional 
people. 

One bill raises the amount deductible 
on interest and dividend income from 
$175 to $280 for individuals and from 
$350 to $560 for couples. The 
exemplion threshold wouid be 
increased from $5,000 to $8,000 for 
singte filers and $10,000 to $16,000 
for joint filers. 

Representative Lowe noted that the 
intangibles tax was established in 1939 
when income was noi taxed. “With 
the advent of Michigan's personal 
income tax in 1967, people who were 
paying intangibles tax now found 
themselves subject to dual taxation,” 
Lowe said. "Approximately 70 percent 
of the individuals paying this tax in 
1992 had adjusted gross incomes of 
less than $75,000. We nced to ensure 
that seniors without a public or private 
pension are not penalized for their 
prudent savings." 

Three other bills provide $608 
million in income tax cuts. These 
measures would immediately increase 
the personal exemption from $2,100 
to $2,400 and to $2,500 in 1997. The 
exemption also would be indexed to 
inflation starting in 1998. Tax credits 
for community foundation, university, 
homeless shelter and food bank 
contribution would be boosted from 
$100 to $150 for individuals and from 
$200 to $300 on joint returns, 

Further relief for taxpayers is 
available if expected May Revenue 
Estimating Conference consensus 
estimates are $16 million or more than 
January's figures. For fiscal year 1995, 
the personal exemption will 
automatically increase in $50 
increments for cach $16 million in 
additional revenue. These increases 
would take effect July 1, and are 
permanent, 


The package now goes to the 
Michigan Senate for consideration.
